PIMA LOT TO BE USED BY 
'SHREAD MAKERS, 


Picking Season Closes, Showing 
Net Average Yield Nearly Five 
Hundred Pounds to the Acre, 
Salt River Valley Water Users 
Approve Settlement of Project.

PHOENIX (Aru.) March 21.— 
What is believed the highest price 
paid, in the United States, for cot- 
ton since the Civil War has just 
been recorded for forty-four bales of 
Pima cotton, grown near Tempe, of- 
fered for competitive bids. The 
winning bid was 68.6 cents, about 5 
cents above previous top figures. The 
lot was about the last of the val- 
ley’s Pima crop, of the average fine 
now recog- 
nized as the best locally grown, as 
well as probably the best on the 
western continent. Purchase was by 
the American Thread Company. Re- 
Bedford, 


Mass., are that the Arizona cotton 
received is the finest ever handled 
there. Twenty-five bales of Pima 
have been shipped to and, to 
the Fine Spinners and Doublers As- 
sociation, to introduce the variety in 
competition with the Egyptian, 
which, it is understood, has better 
luster in the finer grades, but lacks 
the strength and length of the 
Arizona. fiber. 

With the picking season only just 
closed, reports have been compiled 
on the seven fields of Pima cotton 
in the Tempe district. The acreage 
was only 252, pre@ucing seed for 
about 5000 acres this season, this to 
be expanded till all the valley 
acreage has been changed over from 
the Yuma variety to Pima. The net 
average yield for the past season was 
499 pounds to the acre, though Cot- 
trell & Packard, on thirty-five acres 
averaged €35% pounds. 

APPROVE WATER TERMS. 

The board of governors of the Salt 
River Valley Water Users’ Associa-

TWENTIETH CENTURY WORLD 
DRAMA. 

As one listened to Count Iima Tolstoy 
at the Friday Morning Club one felt that 
the bloody European upheaval has done 
more for his country than a century of 
peace could have hoped to attain. Osten- 
sibly there to lecture on the life of his 
great father, the main interest of the 
Count’s discourse was in the answers he 
gave to burning questions from the floor. 

Was the newly-born Russian republic 
likely to be permanent? Ree 

In answer to that question Count Tol- 
stoy told of the years of secret study 


| which fifty men had given to the drawing 


up of a Russian constitution, of the secret 

meetings which jeopardized their liberties, 
and their great dream which only the war 
had made possible of complete fulfiltment. 
Yes, he said, the republic would be perma- 
nent, for it was evolution rather than revo- 
lution, and the men in power now were the 
same men who had dreamt this dream 
through a decade, who had dedicated their 
lives to its realization. Yes, the miracle 
had been achieved for always. 

In answer to other questions the Count 
said that all political prisoners would now 
unquestionably be freed in Russia; that the 
Jews were free, and that this question of 
the Jews was the only barrier between 
the United States and Russia. After the 
war it would be essedtial to Russian in- 
dustry that they have a commercial treaty 
with either Germany or the United States. 
It would be the United States. 

What was the attitude of the established 
Greek church toward the new republic? 

The church, said the Count, has always 
been the servant of the government. It 
would continue to be the servant of the 
republic. But it would be less influential. 
And this he considered “very much better. 
I have always been against the church,” he 
declared, “for its hypocrisies and incon- 
sistencies.” This, coming from the man 
who had just been upholding the simple ten- 
ets of the Sermon on the Mount, was sig- 
nificant. He spoke of the natural religious 
fervor of the Russians, which, he obviously 
considered, had been shamefully~ exploited 
by the church in politics.

‘If our fleets or our small 
army had an engagement lasting four hours 
we have not in the whole United States 
sufficient medical and surgical organiza 
tion, appliances and dressings to care for 
the wounded of that single engagement.” 

Germany had the greatest Red Cross in 
Europe, and it was inadequate at the battle 
of the Marne. 

America has the smallest membership of 
any country of power in the world, California 
the smallest of any State in the Union, and 
Los Angeles the smallest of any city of its 
size in the United States. In the United 
States December 1, 1915, the American Red 
Cross had 22,500 members. December 1, 
1916, there were 206,000 members; and dur- 
ing that time the Los Angeles chapter was 
increased by merely sixteen members. 

A campaign is on to bring Los Angeles ) 
up to and above its proportion. California 
has practically been notified by Washing 
ton that owing to the position of the State 
we will have to care for our own defenses, 


And those who are wounded in the event of 
such a war will be men who went out to 
turn back an invader.
